Meanwhile 30 B52 bombers, 
carrying a bomb load roughly 
equivalent to that of 450 tons of 
bombs on enemy gun positions 
along the southern edge of North 
Vietnam. 
Striking northwest of the al­ 
lied combat bases at Con Thlen 
and Glo Lioh, the B52s touched 
off 27 secondary explosions and 
sent columns of smoke 4,000 
feet up, indicating the bombs 
scored direct hits on munitions 
and fuel stores. The Stratofor- 
tresses penetrated six miles 
inside North Vietnam. 
The chief target of the B52s 
were anticraft and artillery 
positions threatening the small­ 
er fighter-bombers and the Con 
Trien and Glo Linh combat 
bases. 
“ Those are revetted artillery

“ almost every day or night. 
Bonesteel told the Association 
of the United States Army that 
100 U. S. and South Korean 
troops have been killed and 200 
wounded in more than 200 fire 
fights so far this year. 
Since September 1966 hostile 


actions by the North Koreans 
have killed 33 U. S. soldiers 
and officers, he said. 
“ Although 15 years have pas­ 
sed since the signing of the 
armistice, Korea is still with­ 
out real peace, and the Korean 
war isn’t fully over,” the gen­ 
eral stated. 
“ In fact the situation in 1968 
is probably more unstable and 
North Korea more openly bel­ 
ligerent and ready, willing and 
able to cause trouble than at 
any time since 1953.” 
Bonesteel said the Comm­ 


unists are waging “ porous war­ 
fare” against 
South Korea, 
sending highly trained agent-in­ 
filtrators by land and sea into 
the South to attack U. N. per­ 
sonnel and conduct other forms 
of subversion. 


Bonesteel commands two U.S. 
divisions plus assorted support 
units and more than 500,000 
South Koreans. Opposing him, 
he said, is a “ well equipped and 
highly dedicated” army of over 
300,000 men organized into 25 
small but powerful divisions.

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The Olympics Scandal 


The scandal over alleged payoffs to some Olympic athletes for 


using certain companies' equipment has sharpened the focus on a 
recurrent problem. At least since the renowned Jim Thorpe was 
forced to turn back bis medals early in this century when it was 
found that he had accepted pay for playing baseball, professional- 
ism has been a headache to those responsible for keeping the Olym- 
pic Games' amateur flavor. 


One complication is the possibility that not merely two or three 


but perhaps a large number of Olympic team members from vari- 
ious countries accept money from sports equipment manufactur- 
ers. The point was raised at Mexico City by a former Olympic gold 
medalist in the hammer throw, Harold Connolly of Culver City. 
He told reporters that he saw "nothing shocking" in the situation, 
and elaborated: "Such practices have been going on for years. It 
is common knowledge among the athletes themselves." If that is 
the case, officials face a much tougher problem than they would if 
there were only rare, isolated instances of commercialism. 


Connolly also reiterated a proposal heard from time to time — 


that the distinction between amateurs and professionals simply be 
dispensed with. Then athletes would be simply athletes, and the 
best of them would wind up in Olympic Games competition every 
four years. 


This would spoil the Image of the games as a contest in which 


the world's best amateurs match their skills. Many cherish that 
image, and would be sorry to see it destroyed. It may be, however, 
that ending the distinction between amateurs and professionals is 
the only practicable way to avert recurrent scandal.

is no surgery yet 


known for nerve deafness. I 
know that this is the eventual 
hope of modern medicine and 
surgery. 


There is still another opera- 


tion, known as the iympano- 
plasty, by which some types 
of perforation of the eardrum 
can be repaired. The eardrum 
is known as the tympanic 
membrane. Grafting of skin 
or a small piece of vein over 
the opening of the eardrum 
has been remarkably success- 
ful in closing the perforation 
and increasing the hearing. 


Other 
complicated recon- 


structive operations are now 
being done for chronic infec- 
tions of the mastoid bone 
which, with grafting of skin 
and elimination of infection, 
can increase the hearing to a 
serviceable level.

Diekerhof is the head 
of AKTIE, a group formed to in- 
fluence the American balloting, 


"The United States can decide 


whether we have war or peace," 
says Oltmans, "Naturally we 
are interested in whom you will 
select to be the man who will 
have his hand on the nuclear 
trigger," 
Oltmans 
was traveling with 


Nixon through New Hampshire 
during last winter's primary 
when he had a conversation with 
the GOP candidate at the air- 
port at Keene, N. H. It was one 
he has not forgotten. 


"The greatest mistake the Un- 


ited States made regarding In- 
donesia," Nixon told the Dutch 
TV correspondent, "was not to 
have sent troops to Indonesia to 


help the Dutch against Sukarno 
in 1948." 
Oltmans was flabbergasted. If 


the UnitedStateshadsenttroops 
into Indonesia to help the Dutch 
it would have alienated India, 
then emerging from the domin- 
ation of British troops, and ev- 
ery other Asiatic 
nation. 


It would also have put the Uni- 
ted States m the same position 
as the French in Indo-China 
and bogged us down in an In- 
donesian war as interminable 
and inconclusive as the war 
in Vietnam today. 
Later Oltmans reported the 


conversation to Nixon's direct- 
or of foreign policy research, 
Richard V. Allen, on loan to 
Nixon from the Hoover Institu- 
tion on War, Revolution and 
Peace, This is one of the hawk- 
ish groups on the West Coast and 
Allen is considered something 
of a rightist. Even he, how- 
ever, was shocked that Nixon 
in 1968 should make a state- 
ment favoring the sending of 
troops into Indonesia in 1948. 
Note: Later Oltmans learned 
that m April 1954, Vice Presi- 
dent 
Nixon, addressing 
the 


American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, reported that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was planning 
to land American troops in In- 
do-China (now Vietnam) to help 
out the French. Public reaction 
was so negative that Eisenhower 
hastily reversed the decision.

NOT GETTING TO THE ISSUES 
WASHINGTON — Only two ex- 
amples are needed to prove 
the aridity, the lack of con- 
tent, the failure to gel down to 
practical business in the 1908 
presidential campaign. Both are 
particularly striking, because 
both start with positive propos- 
als put forward by the two lead- 
ing candidates. 
Most people are hardly aware 


of the fact, but Richard Nixon 
is committed to end the draft 
and to place recruitment for the 
armed services on a strictly 
voluntary basis, as soon as the 
war in Vietnam can be brought 
to an end. This is as radical a 
new departure as anyone has 
proposed in many years, in the 
area of defense and foreign 
policy. 
The cost, to begin with, will 
certainly be great indeed. The 
Nixon staff airily claims that 
the job can be done for $3 bil- 
lion per 
annum — no mean 


figure, in view of their candi- 
date's other fiscal pronounce- 
ments. But this is patent non- 
sense. 
More careful Pentagon esti- 
mates of the cost of strictly 
volunteer armed forces num- 
bering 2.7 million men — the 
pre-Vietnam total—range from 
$4 billion to $17 billion. The 
rational and down-to-earth fig- 
ure is between $7 and $8 bil- 
lion without including a penny 
for the additional cost of main- 
taining reserve forces in the ab- 
sence of pressure from the 
draft. That, surely, will be ser- 
ious in itself. 
But that is by no means all. 
The publicly proclaimed Nixon 
fiscal policies include tolera- 
tion of a somewhat higher unem- 
ployment level—about 4,5%—in 
order to halt inflation. 
A- 


round half of the additional un- 
employed would inevitably come 
from America's black minority. 
Much less lax management of 
public welfare is also on the 
cards under Nixon. This will 
again affect the black minority 
most of all. 
Thus there will be a stick in the 
employment -welfare area, to 
be added to the carrot of the 
much 
higher soldiers' pay 


which alone can attract the men 
for Nixon's volunteer armed 
services. And this, of course, 
is simply a recipe for having 
armed services and, above all, 
combat units with very large 
percentages of recruits from 
the black minority. 


Contrary to the common im- 


pression, the percentage of Ne- 
goes in the services has al- 
ways, to date, been lower than 
the percentage in the popula- 
tion. In 1965, the peak year, 
it was only lO.STc; and in that 
year the Army, which had much 
the most, was still only 13.S*?; 
black. But partly because of the 
Negro tendency to volunteer 
for crack outfits, and partly be - 
cause of educational handicaps 
closing off specialists' jobs, 
Negro soldiers comprised as 
much as 20% of many of the 
fighting divisions. Then and 
now, Negro re-enlistment was 
about double white re-enlist- 
ment. 
It is plainly predictable, then, 
that the Nixon combination of 
stick and carrot will produce a 
very big increase in the Negro 
percentage in the armed ser- 
vices. Since exactly the same 
factors will be at work, an un- 
due proportion of the volun- 
teers from the black minority 
will also be concentrated in the 
combat 
units. 
Infantry 
di- 


visions up to 40% Negro are, in 
fact, quite easily foreseeable. 
Is this socially and political- 
ly desirable, particularly in the 
present frightening climate in 
America? No one has even both- 
ered to ask the question, much 
less discuss it. Meanwhile, equ- 
ally little attention has been paid 
to an almost equally radical 
proposal of Vice President 
Humphrey. 


In his B'nai B'rith speech, 


which was billed, long weeks a- 
ago, as his "keynote," Hum- 
phrey denounced the tendency 


to 
form 
"armed 
guerrilla 


groups." As President, he said, 
he would "seek legislation" to 
outlaw all such groups if the 
tendency continued. 
Obviously, this would be two- 


way legislation, equally appli- 
cable to white suburban vigil- 
antes and outfits like the Min- 
utemeji as to the Black Panth - 
ers, the Black Guards of the 
Revolutionary 
Action MOVP- 


ment 
and other 
less well- 


known Negro organizations. Ob- 
viously, the thing may ha veto be 
done, distasteful as It is. 
We have just been told on high, 
liberal authority, in fact, that 
"guerrilla warfare, long a part 
of the rhetoric of Negro mili- 
tants, now appears to have the 
potential of coming into prac- 
tice," The same authority re- 
ported "scores of incidents 
of sniping at policemen in Ne- 
gro neighborhoods" in recent 
months. And no sane nation 
can 
placidly tolerate active 


guerrilla 
fighting 
within its 


borders. 


If elected President, Nixon 


will certainly take the same 
view of this matter that Hum- 
phrey 
took 
at 
the 
B'nai 


B'rith rally. If the tendency 
toward guerrilla action con- 
tinues, there will be legisla- 
tion, just as Humphrey said. 
But does President Nixon pro- 
pose to root out and suppress 
black guerrilla movements with 
combat units 40% black? No 
one knows, because neither of 
the 
two 
leading candidates 


seems to like talking issues 
in real detail.

The Olympics Scandal 


The scandal over alleged payoffs to some Olympic athletes for 
using certain com panies’ equipment has sharpened the focus on a 
recu rren t problem . At least since the renowned Jim Thorpe was 
forced to turn back his m edals early in this century when it was 
found that he had accepted pay for playing baseball, professional­ 
ism has been a headache tothose responsible for keeping the Olym - 
pic G am es’ am ateur flavor. 


One com plication is the possibility that not m erely two or three 
but perhaps a large number of Olympic team m em bers from v a ri- 
ious countries accept money from sports equipment m anufactur­ 
e rs . The point was raised at Mexico City by a form er Olympic gold 
m edalist in the ham m er throw, Harold Connolly <ti Culver City. 
He told rep o rters that he saw “ nothing shocking’’ in the situation, 
and elaborated: “ Such p ractices have been going on for years. It 
is common knowledge among the athletes them selves.’’ If that is 
the case, officials face a much tougher problem than they would if 
there w ere only ra re , isolated instances of com m ercialism . 


Connolly also reiterated a proposal heard from tim e to tim e — 
that the distinction between am ateurs and professionals simply be 
dispensed with. Then athletes would be simply athletes, and the 
best of them would wind up in Olympic Games competition every 
four years. 


This would spoil the image of the games as a contest in which 
the w orld’s best am ateurs match their skills. Many cherish that 
im age, and would be so rry to see it destroyed. It may be, however, 
that ending the distinction between am ateurs and professionals is 
the only practicable way to avert recurrent scandal.

sands of people were liberated 
from the social and emotional 
isolation of deafness by the 
rem arkable and historical sur­ 
gical advances made by Dr. 
Julius Lempert. His vision and 
courage opened up the hori­ 
zons th at finally led to the 
creation of the stapes opera­ 
tion, which has alm ost com ­ 
pletely replaced the fenestra­ 
tion one. Dr. Samuel Rosen 
of New' York extended the 
knowledge th a t he acquired 
from Dr. Lem pert and by his 
own method has brought wel­ 
come hearing 
to 
thousands 
who 
m ight 
otherwise 
have 
lived in a world of silence. 
Otosclerosis 
is 
a 
disease 
th a t interferes w ith the con­ 
duction of sound as it enters 
the outer ear canal, hits the 
eardrum and transm its vibra­ 
tions to the three tiny bones 
in the middle ear. The ham ­ 
m er. the anvil and the stirrup 
are norm ally freely moveable 
as they put pressure on an in­ 
n er tiny window. This window 
is clewed by deposits of bone 
and calcium 
in otosclerosis. 


The stapes operation now has 
m any modifications, some of 
them so brilliant that they 
defy the im agination. All of 
them are aimed a t liberating 
this bony closure. 
The operation is exceedingly 
safe and is usually performed 
under local anesthesia. The 
results 
are 
spectacular 
in 
m ost instances. The ability to 
hear is returned on the oper­ 
ating table and persists unless 
a complication arises. 
Another type of deafness 
th a t lends itself to surgery is 
the simple process of opening 
the 
eardrum 
and 
releasing 
any fluid th a t lies behind it. 
Almost always this fluid is 
due to an obstruction of the 
eustachian 
tube 
caused, 
in 
children, by a large mass of 
adenoids. 
W hen 
the 
tonsils 
and adenoids are removed and 
the eardrum s opened, hearing 
returns within a few days. Oc­ 
casionally it becomes neces­ 
sary to insert a small sliver 
of polyethylene 
tubing into 
the opening of the eardrum to 
perm it all the fluid to drain 
out. This tube is then left in 
its position until it is pushed 
c u t hy the body when it is no 
longer needed. It then can be 
gently removed from the outer 
e a r canal. 
There 
is no surgery yet 
known for nerve deafness. I 
know th a t this is the eventual 
hope of m odem medicine and 
surgery. 
There is still another opera­ 
tion, known as the tym pano­ 
plasty, by which some types 
of perforation of the eardrum 
can be repaired. The eardrum 
is 
known as 
the tym panic 
membrane. G rafting of skin 
or a small piece of vein over 
the opening of the eardrum 
has been rem arkably success­ 
ful in closing the perforation 
and increasing the hearing. 
O ther 
com plicated 
recon­ 
structive operations are now 
being done for chronic infec­ 
tions 
of the m astoid 
bone 
which, w ith g raftin g of skin 
and elimination of infection, 
can increase the hearing to a 
serviceable level.

Willem L. Oltmans, c o rre s­ 
pondent for the Netherlands te l­ 
evision system who has been 
traveling with the candidates, 
tells how the Dutch are actual­ 
ly conducting a poll as to who 
should become President of the 
United S t a t e s and are hoping 
they may influence the outcome 
of the vote. 
“ The United States intervenes 
in our affairs, we have the right 
to 
intervene 
in 
yours,” he 
quotes 
Hendrik Jan Diekerhof 
as saying. Diekerhof is the head 
oí AKTIE, a group formed to in­ 
fluence the American balloting. 
“ The United States can decide 
whether we have war or peace,” 
says 
Oltmans. “ Naturally we 
are interested in whom you will 
select to be the man who will 
have his hand on the nuclear 
trig g e r.” 
Oltmans 
was traveling with 
Nixon through New Hampshire 
during last w inter’s prim ary 
when he had a conversation with 
the GOP candidate at the a ir ­ 
port at Keene, N. H. It was (me 
he has not forgotten. 
“ The greatest m istake the Un­ 
ited States made regarding In­ 
donesia,” Nixon told the Dutch 
TV correspondent, “ was not to 
have sent troops to Indonesia to 


help the Dutch against Sukarno 
in 1948.” 
Oltmans was flabbergasted. If 
the United States had sent troops 
into Indonesia to help the Dutch, 
it would have alienated India, 
then em erging from the dom in­ 
ation of B ritish troops, and ev ­ 
ery other A siatic 
n a t i o n . 
It would also have put the Uni­ 
ted States in the sam e position 
as the F rench in Indo-China 
and bogged us down in an In­ 
donesian w ar as interm inable 
and 
Inconclusive as the w ar 
in Vietnam today. 
L ater O ltm ans reported the 
conversation to Nixon's d ire c t­ 
or of foreign policy rese arch , 
R ichard V. Allen, on loan to 
Nixon from the Hoover Institu­ 
tion cm W ar, Revolution and 
Peace. This is one of the hawk­ 
ish groups on the W est Coast and 
Allen is considered something 
of a rightist. Even he, how­ 
ever, was shocked that Nixon 
in 1968 should make a s ta te ­ 
ment favoring the sending of 
troops into Indonesia in 1948. 
Note: L ater Oltmans learned 
that in April 1954, Vice P re s i­ 
dent 
Nixon, 
addressing 
the 
A m erican Society of Newspaper 
Editors, reported that P re s i­ 
dent Eisenhower was planning 
to land A m erican troops in In­ 
do-China (now Vietnam) to help 
out the F rench. Public reaction 
was sonegative that Eisenhower 
hastily reversed the decision.

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celled the Pepsi-Cola conces­ 
sion. 
Oltmans also told Dutch view­ 
e rs how Nixon's law firm had 
been paid almost a million dol­ 
la rs by two railroads, and how 
he had come out vigorously a - 
gainst a trucking bill before 
Congress In Septem ber which 
the railroads opposed; also how 
Nixon's firm had represented 
El Paso N atural Gas and other 
oil firm s and that N.xon had 
issued a statem ent favoring the 
27-1/2 per cent oil depletion a l­ 
lowance and opposing too much 
federal regulation of industry, 
oil and gas always having been 
heavily regulated industries.

Chiang 
K ai-shek’s 
nephew, M aj. Louie Kung, when 
he was running for the Senate In 
1950. 
It is considered unethical if 
not un-Am erican for a candi­ 
date for the U. S. Senate to r e ­ 
ceive campaign expenses from 
a foreign government. In fact, 
foreign 
contributions 
might 
conceivably get a candidate in 
trouble with the Justice D epart­ 
ment for violation of the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act. When 
Nixon was running for the Senate 
in 1950 he was a mem ber of the 
House Un-American A ctivities 
Com m ittee and in a position to 
understand this. 
The Information regarding the 
China lobby’s contribution to 
Nixon cam e from Leo Casey, 
form er p re ss relations officer 
for the late Wendell W illkie, who 
In 1950 was working for Nixon 
and organized the “ Independent 
V oters for Nixon.” He stated to 
this column that his expenses 
in large p art were paid by Maj. 
Kung, always in cash, and that 
Kung was continually around 
Nixon’s campaign headquarters 
and was generous in his co n tri­ 
butions to Nixon. Casey stated 
that on one occasion he had seen 
Kung hand a large roll of bills 
to Nix<xi in the lobby of the 
A m bassador hotel. 
The 
money 
was 
supplied 
through the Bank of China’s of­ 
fice in New York which is con­ 
trolled by Chiang Kai-shek and 
his two brothers-in-law , T. V. 
Sung and H. H. Kung. 
All of the above should have 
made it easy for Nixon to nail 
down the Pepsi-C ola concession 
for Form osa on his last visit 
to see Chiang K ai-shek.

NOT GETTING TO THE ISSUES 
WASHINGTON — Only two ex ­ 
am ples a re needed to prove 
the aridity, the lack of con­ 
tent, the failure to get down to 
practical business in the 1968 
presidential campaign. Both are 
particularly striking, because 
both sta rt with positive propos­ 
als put forw ard by the two lead­ 
ing candidates. 
Most people are hardly aware 
of the fact, but Richard Nixon 
is com m itted to end the draft 
and to place recruitm ent for the 
arm ed serv ices on a strictly 
voluntary basis, as soon as the 
war in Vietnam can be brought 
to an end. This is as radical a 
new departure as anyone has 
proposed in many years, in the 
area of defense and foreign 
policy. 
The cost, to begin with, will 
certainly be great indeed. The 
Nixon staff airily claim s that 
the job can be done for $3 b il­ 
lion per annum 
— no mean 
figure, in view of their candi­ 
date’s other fiscal pronounce­ 
m ents. But this is patent non­ 
sense. 
More careful Pentagon e s ti­ 
m ates of the cost of strictly 
volunteer arm ed forces num­ 
bering 2.7 million men — the 
pre-V ietnam total — range from 
$4 billion to $17 billion. The 
rational and dow n-to-earth fig­ 
ure is between $7 and $8 b il­ 
lion without including a penny 
for the additional cost of m ain­ 
taining rese rv e forces in the ab­ 
sence of p ressu re from the 
draft. That, su re ly , will be s e r ­ 
ious in itself. 
But that is by no means all. 
The publicly proclaim ed Nixon 
fiscal policies include to le ra ­ 
tion of a somewhat higher unem - 
ployment lev el—about 4.5%—in 
order to halt inflation. 
A- 
round half of the additional un­ 
employed would inevitably come 
from A m erica’s black m inority. 
Much le ss lax management of 
public w elfare is also on the 
cards under Nixon. This will 
again affect the black m inority 
most of all. 
Thus there will be a stick in the 
employment -welfare area, to 
be added to the carrot of the 
much 
higher 
soldiers’ 
pay 
which alone can attract the men 
for Nixon’s volunteer arm ed 
services. And this, of course, 
is sim ply a recipe for having 
arm ed services and, above all, 
combat units with very large 
percentages of recruits from 
the black m inority. 
C ontrary to the common im ­ 


pression, the percentage ofNe- 
goes in the services has a l­ 
ways, to date, been lower than 
the percentage in the popula­ 
tion. In 1965, the peak year, 
it was only 10.5%; and in that 
year the Army, which had much 
the m ost, was still only 13.9$ 
black. But partly because of the 
Negro tendency to volunteer 
for crack outfits, and partly b e­ 
cause of educational handicaps 
closing 
off specialists’ jobs, 
Negro soldiers com prised as 
much as 20% of many of the 
fighting 
divisions. 
Then and 
now, Negro re-enlistm ent was 
about double white re -e n list­ 
ment. 
It is plainly predictable, then, 
that the Nixon combination of 
stick and carro t will produce a 
very big increase in the Negro 
percentage in the arm ed s e r ­ 
vices. Since exactly the sam e 
factors will be at work, an un­ 
due proportion of the volun­ 
teers from the black m inority 
will also be concentrated in the 
combat 
units. 
Infantry 
d i­ 
visions up to 40% Negro are, in 
fact, quite easily foreseeable. 
Is this socially and political­ 
ly desirable, particularly in the 
present frightening clim ate in 
Am erica ? No one has even both­ 
ered to ask the question, much 
less discuss it. Meanwhile, equ­ 
ally little attention has been paid 
to an alm ost equally radical 
proposal 
of 
Vice 
President 
Humphrey. 
In his B ’nai B’rith speech, 
which was billed, long weeks a - 
ago, as his “ keynote,” Hum­ 
phrey denounced the tendency 


to 
form 
“ arm ed 
guerrilla 
groups.” As President, he said, 
he would “ seek legislation” to 
outlaw all such groups if the 
tendency continued. 
Obviously, this would be two- 
way legislation, equally appli­ 
cable to white suburban vigil­ 
antes and outfits like the M in- 
utemeji as to the Black P anth­ 
ers, the Black Guards of the 
Revolutionary 
Action 
Move­ 
ment 
and other 
less w ell- 
known Negro organizations. Ob­ 
viously, the thing may have to be 
done, distasteful as it is. 
We have just been told on high, 
liberal authority, in fact, that 
“ guerrilla w arfare, long a part 
of the rhetoric of Negro m ili­ 
tants, now appears to have the 
potential of coming into p ra c ­ 
tic e.” The sam e authority r e ­ 
ported 
“ scores 
of Incidents 
of sniping at policemen in N e­ 
gro neighborhoods” in recent 
months. And no sane nation 
can 
placidly 
tolerate active 
guerrilla 
fighting 
within its 
borders. 
If elected President, Nixon 
will certainly take the sam e 
view of this m atter that Hum­ 
phrey 
took 
at 
the 
B’nai 
B’rith rally. If the tendency 
toward guerrilla action con­ 
tinues, there will be le g isla ­ 
tion, just as Humphrey said. 
But does President Nixon p ro ­ 
pose to root out and sip p re ss 
black guerrilla movements with 
combat units 40% black? No 
one knows, because neither of 
the 
two 
leading candidates 
seem s to like talking issues 
in real detail.

The Olympics Scandal 
The scandal over alleged payofis to some Olympic athletes (or 
using certain companies’ equipment has sharpened the focus on a 
recurrent problem. At least since the renowned Jim Thorpe was 
forced to turn back his medals early in this century when it was 
found that he had accepted pay (or playing baseball, professional* 
lam has been a headache to those responsible for keeping the Olym­ 
pic Games' amateur flavor. 


One complication la the possibility that not merely two or three 
but perhaps a large number of Olympic team members from vari- 
lous countries accept money from sports equipment manufactur­ 
ers. The point was raised at Mexico City by a former Olympic gold 
medalist in the hammer throw, Harold Connollv c¡¿ Culver City. 
He told reporters that he saw ‘‘nothing shocking * In the situation, 
and elaborated: “ Such practices have been going on for years. It 
Is common knowledge among the athletes themselves.’* If that is 
the case, officials face a much tougher problem than they would if 
there were only rare, Isolated instances of commercialism. 


Connolly also reiterated a proposal heard from time to time — 
tint the distinction between amateurs and professionals simply be 
dispensed with. Then athletes would be simply athletes, and the 
best of them would wind ig) in Olympic Games competition every 
four years. 


This would spoil the image of the games as a contest in which 
the world’s best amateurs match their skills. Many cherish that 
image, and would be sorry to see it destroyed. It may be, however, 
that ending the distinction between amateurs and professionals is 
the only practicable way to avert recurrent scandal.

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CAN DEAFNESS be cured 
by an operation? 
Mrs. C. H. O., New York 
Dear Mrs. O.: 
One particular type of deaf­ 
ness, known as otosclerosis, 
has in the past 25 years been 
the target of attack for sur­ 
gery. This type of deafness 
occurs mostly 
in women and 
undoubtedly 
has a heredi­ 
tary pattern. 
The diagno­ 
sis o f oto­ 
sclerosis ca n 
u s u a l l y be 
made readily 
by an otolo­ 
gist, a special­ 
ist in diseases 
of th e ear. 
The family history, coupled 
with hearing studies with 
tuning forks and with an au­ 
diometer, can almost always 
pinpoint this condition. 
Orginally the operation that 
was performed was called 
fenestration surgery. Thou­ 
sands of people were liberated 
from the social and emotional 
isolation of deafness by the 
remarkable and historical sur­ 
gical advances made by Dr. 
Julius Lempert. His vision and 
courage opened up the hori­ 
zons that finally led to the 
creation of the stapes opera­ 
tion, which has almost com­ 
pletely replaced the fenestra­ 
tion one. Dr. Samuel Rosen 
of New York extended the 
knowledge that he acquired 
from Dr. Lempert and by his 
own method has brought wel­ 
come hearing to thousands 
who might otherwise have 
lived in a world of silence. 
Otosclerosis is a disease 
that interferes with the con­ 
duction of sound as it enters 
the outer ear canal, hits the 
eardrum and transmita vibra­ 
tions to the three tiny bones 
in the middle ear. The ham­ 
mer. the anvil and the stirrup 
are normally freely moveable 
as they put pressure on an in­ 
ner tiny window. This window 
is closed by deposits of bone 
and calcium in otosclerosis. 


The stapes operation now has 
many modifications, some of 
them so brilliant that they 
defy the imagination. All of 
them are aimed at liberating 
this bony closure. 
The operation is exceedingly 
safe and is usually performed 
under local anesthesia. The 
results are spectacular in 
most instances. The ability to 
hear is returned on the oper­ 
ating table and persists unless 
a complication arises. 
Another type of deafness 
that lends itself to surgery is 
the simple process of opening 
the eardrum and releasing 
any fluid that lies behind it. 
Almost always this fluid is 
due to an obstruction of the 
eustachian tube caused, in 
children, by a large mass of 
adenoids. When the tonsils 
and adenoids are removed and 
the eardrums opened, hearing 
returns within a few days. Oc­ 
casionally it becomes neces­ 
sary to insert a small sliver 
of polyethylene tubing into 
the opening of the eardrum to 
permit all the fluid to drain 
out. This tube is then left in 
its position until it is pushed 
cut by the body when it is no 
longer needed. It then can be 
gently removed from the outer 
ear canal. 
There is no surgery yet 
known for nerve deafness. I 
know that this is the eventual 
hope of modern medicine and 
surgery. 
There is still another opera­ 
tion, known as the tympano­ 
plasty, by which some types 
of perforation of the eardrum 
can be repaired. The eardrum 
is known as the tympanic 
membrane. Grafting of skin 
or a small piece of vein over 
the opening of the eardrum 
has been remarkably success­ 
ful in closing the perforation 
and increasing the hearing. 
Other complicated recon­ 
structive operations are now 
being done for chronic infec­ 
tions of the mastoid bon* 
which, with grafting of akin 
and elimination of infection, 
can increase the hearing to a 
serviceable ievei

• fast. 


Johns said his administration 
has given students new freedom 
to speak out in the classroom, 
put them on faculty and college 
trustee committees and repeat- 
edly encouraged them to ''do 
your own thing."

more. "And even if we did we 
don't know how to do it."

The memorandum constitutes 
“ full accord" between the C om ­ 
pany and the Union, which re p ­ 
rese n ts some 42,000 w orkers in 
C alifornia and Nevada, to a t­ 
tack urban unemployment. 
It is an attem pt to train and 
develop prospective w orkers so 
they may “ acquire sufficient 
sk ills to become fully product­ 
ive employes in the com m un­ 
ications industry.” 
Under the agreem ent, d isa d ­ 
vantaged and 
underqualified

train ee” 
em ployes 
w ill be given “ special consider­ 
ation during the early period of 
th e ir em ployment.” Such “ sp e ­ 
cial trainees’* will be eligible 
for Union m em bership. 
The special training period 
w ill not last beyond a year, ac - 
cording to the m em orandum .

“ Every effort will be made to 
tre a t trainees as regular e m ­ 
ployes,” the m e m o r a n d u m 
sta te s.

Thomas H. Johns, is too li­ 
beral and that Johns Is attem pt­ 
ing to change the institution too 
fast, 
Johns said his adm inistration 
has given students new freedom 
to speak out in the classroom , 
put them on faculty and college 
trustee committees and rep eat­ 
edly encouraged them to “ do 
your own thing.” 
“ We 
don’t know 
what our 
thing is,” rem arked one sopho­ 
m ore. “ And even if we did we 
don’t know how to do it.”
